In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 of the 
Constitution of India and of all other powers hereunto enabling, the Governor 
of Andhra Pradesh hereby makes the following Adhoc Rule. 


ADHOC RULE 


Notwithstanding anything contained in the Andhra Pradesh State and 
Subordinate Service Rules, 1996 or Special Rules or Adhoc Rules for any State 
Service or Subordinate Service and in continuation of the orders issued in 
G.O.Ms.No.120, G.A.(Ser.A)Dept., dated 28.09.2022, the upper age limit 
prescribed in relevant rules is further increased by two years for the ongoing 
recruitment of Stipendiary Cadet Trainee Sub Inspectors (SCT SIs) (Civil/APSP) 
through State Level Police Recruitment Board (SLPRB), Andhra Pradesh issued 
vide RC No.163/SLPRB/ Rect.1/2022 dated 28.11.2022. The above age 
concession over and above the upper age limit shall also be allowed to the 
categories as provided under Rule 12 of the Andhra Pradesh State and 
Subordinate Service Rules, 1996.
